St. Paul, Jan. 26.— That a fight will 
be made by the railway mail clerks, 
with headquarters in the Twin Cities, 
for the removal of Norman Perkins 
from the office of superintendent of 
the railway mail service of the Tenth 
division was freely discussed among 
a number of the clerks. 
Whether any 
such movement develops at the meet­ 
ing next Saturday remains to be seen, 
but, according to the talk current 
among many of the clerks, such a 
move has been in contemplation for 
some days. 
“ Mr. Perkins has never been friend­ 
ly to the railway mail clerks of his di­ 
vision,’’ remarked one clerk who has 
been taking an active part in getting 
the grievances of the men circulated. 
“ While no definite action has been 
taken that was in any way hostile to 
him personally he has 
never been 
looked upon by the men as their 
friend, 
lh* has been very zealous, in 
fact, overzealous, in carrying out the 
economy orders he has received from 
the postmaster general. 
You notice, 
no doubt, that there has been more 
commotion among the clerks of the 
Tenth district, which comprises North­ 
ern Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
the Dakotas and part of Montana, than 
anywhere else. 
This is due to the 
fact that Mr. Perkins has been exceed­ 
ingly anxious to please the department 
head at Washington by showing how 
he can make the clerks work for little 
money. 
“ The personal animus that appeared 
so plainly in his notice to John I,. 
Thornton, chairman of our grievance 
committee, telling him he had been 
dismissed from the service, is exceed­ 
ingly plain and has aroused a great 
deal of resentment among the railway 
mail clerks. 


Letter May Kindle Flame. 


“ I should not be surprised if this 
letter should prove to be the spark 
that will kindle the feeling against 
Perkins into a burst of anger that will 
throw all the power that can be wield­ 
ed by the now fairly well organized 
clerks in favor of his being ousted.” 
A maximum schedule of hours of 
service for the railway mail clerks lias 
been adopted as the slogan of the 
railway mail clerks. 
They declare the whole problem of 
the amount of service to be performed 
by each clerk would be solved by the 
enactment of a national statute, pro­ 
tecting them, as tile letter carriers are 
protected by the law', limiting their 
working day to eight hours. 
John L. Thornton, chairman of the 
committee that is in charge of the in­ 
surrection in St. Paul and Minneapo­ 
lis and the Tentli division in general, 
said the mall clerks probably w'ould 
be satisfied with the same maximum 
limit as the postoffice department has 
set 
as a minimum 
limit, namely, 
eight hours a day—six and a half for 
active service and 
one and 
a half 
hours for study. 
A meeting of railway mail clerks 
operating in Minnesota, North Dakota, 
South Dakota. Wisconsin, Iowa and 
Northern Michigan, most of them hav­ 
ing their headquarters in the Twin 
Cities, will take place in St. Paul some 
time Saturday.
